justice department 
to investigate top 
secret disclosure 


WASHINGTON (U P I) —Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird said 
today he had asked the Justice Department to investigate the 
unauthorized disclosure of a top secret report pn the Vietnam War to 
determine if security laws had been violated. 
Laird told the Senate Foreign Relations Committee that the 
extensive report disclosed by the New York Times concerning the 
origins of United States involvement in Vietnam still were highly 
sensitive today, although they concerned the period prior to 1968. 
He said the administration was “ highly disturbed by this disclosure 
of classified information.” 
The White House said neither President Nixon nor his top security 
advisers had seen the report. Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Nixon first learned of the report through the news media. 
Laird, in testimony before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
said, “ It is our responsibility to call attention to violations of security 
to the Justice Deprtment.” He told the committee he had asked the 
department to determine “ what individual or individuals violated the 
law concerning national security by the unauthorized disclosure of 
classified material." 
The question of the Times story was raised by Senator Stuart 
Symington D-Mo. Symington said the committee had been asking for 
the document for months, but was refused on grounds it was “ an 
internal working document." 
Symington asked Laird whether the committee could now have a 
copy, but Laird said he would continue to stand by his decision to deny 
the committee access to the report. 
The Times documented the 40-volume, 7.000-page report in a three- 
part series that began Sunday. The Times said today President Lyndon 
B. Johnson had decided to bomb North Vietnam five months before the 
Gulf of Tonkin incident, which prompted a congressional resolution 
that Johnson used as his authority to expand the war into the North. 
The White House has asked for a copy of the study, which began in 
the administration of President Harry ^Truman and was finished in 
the fall of 1968 before Nixon became President. 
Ziegler declined to comment on the contents of the report. 
Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, Nixon’s national security affairs adviser, 
was unaware of the study and had no word of it until he picked up his 
Sunday Times on his doorstep. 
Kissinger promptly ordered an investigation into the study and also 
an inquiry on how it leaked from the military establishment. 
Former Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara commissioned the 
study in June of 1967. By the time the document was completed, he 
was no longer Secretary of Defense and had become a dove in his 
outlook on the war. 
He sent his copy of the 2.5 million word study to the National 
Archives for future study. 
The report includes official memoranda from the top level advisers 
in the Kennedy and Johnson administrations, and reveals the steady 
escalation of American involvement in the conflict in Southeast Asia.

Attack on tanker raises

A bazooka rocket attack on an 
Israeli-bound 
Liberian-regislered 
tanker in the Red Sea Friday has 
plunged the Middle East into a new 
crisis. Israeli newspapers called 
today for immediate action to save 
international shipping from chaos 
and warned that Arab vessels were 
not immune from attack 
The Friday attack on the tanker 
Coral Sea apparently was carried 
out by the Marxist Arab guerrilla 
group which hijacked four Western 
airliners to Jordan last summer and 
blew them up. Commentators both 
in Israel and in some Arab nations 
likened the attack to evenU which 
precipitated the 1967 Six Day War. 
Israeli Premier Golda Meir met 
with her cabinet Sunday and said she 
took “ a very grave view" of the 
attack which the Israelis saw as 
another threat to their international 
shipping routes.

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Laver: Ashe ‘Antagonized’ South Africa

NEW YORK — (NEA) - 
“Arthur Ashe would be able 
Do play in South Africa right 
yiow if he hadn’t been so 
dominating about trying to 
iget in.” said Rod Laver. 
Laver, the foremost tennis 
plaver in the world, made 
the comment in an exclusive 
interview here. Laver was in 
New York to promote his re­ 
cent 
autobiography. 
‘The 
Education of a Tennis Play­ 
er” (published by Simon and 
•Schuster). 
Laver. Australian-born but 
^ow living in California, be­ 
lieves that Ashe, a black 
ifrian, had antagonized South 
African officials when he 
«was first denied a visa to 
.play there in the 1970 South 
Africa Open. (South Africa’s 
apartheid p o l i c y excluded 
most blacks from athletic 
participation with whites.) 
. “Arthur was understand­ 
ably angry. He said that he 
would like to drop a bomb on 
Johannesburg (the town in 
which 
the 
South 
African 
Open is held).” said Laver. 
“I don’t think that was a 
very good thing to say. I 
know he didn't mean it liter­ 
ally, but I’m sure it didn’t 
sit right with most South 
Africans. And don’t forget, 
there are many white people 
in Johannesburg who have 
been working to have Ashe 
and other blacks allowed to 
participate in athletics. 
"If Arthur had been more 
subtle about trying for a 
visa. I think he would have 
succeeded. But it seemed to 
a lot of whites there that he 
was more interested in poli­ 
tics than in tennis. 
“He said other things to 
give people this impression, 
too. One was that he wanted 
to expose the sorry way in 
which blacks are treated in 
South Africa. This would 
open a whole tin of worms.” 
Before the 1970 S ou t h 
African Open. Ashe had tried 
to get the participants to boy-

cott the event. Laver, who 
said he disapproves of the 
South African government, 
refused to boycott, however.

book. 
“I 
wouldn’t 
be 
hurting 
th e 
South African government, 
whose line is hard and firm, 
but by not fulfilling my com­ 
mitment I would be harming 
the tennis community of Jo­ 
hannesburg, which has been 
very good to me over the 
years.” 
He said a boycott might 
have destroyed tennis in that 
country. 
Laver w r o t e also that 
“there is something reason­ 


able to the thought that tennis 
players make up an interna­ 
tional brotherhood, and that 
if one is not permitted to go 
somewhere in our world, 
then the others should not 
g o ” 
Yet in the end, he said, his 
priorities should be to tennis 
and not to politics. 
“I’ve never felt that you 
should mix sport and poli­ 
tics,” he said. As to South 
Africa being banned from 
Davis Cup play, Laver said. 
“There are good points on 
both sides of the issue, but 
I would not want to take a 
stand on it. I’ve always con­ 
sidered myself to be uncon- 
troversial.” 
Laver admits that having 
Ashe play in South Africa 
“w o u l d be a wonderful

Oswald: “ Today’s hand il­ 
lustrates a very simple, but 
im portant feature of bidding. 
It is that you should raise 
your 
partner’s 
m ajor-suit 
Opening with three trum ps 
even though he may have 
opened a four-card suit.” 
Jim :“This does not mean 
you always raise im m ediate­ 
ly, if your hand is strong 
enough you can afford to bid 
another suit first and raise 
your partner later. But if 
you plan to make just one 
bid it is better to raise the 
m ajor suit with three trum ps 
than bid a new suit.” 
Oswald: “Today’s hand il­ 
lustrates this clearly. South 
belongs in four hearts. With 
the club finesse right he will 
make 10 or 11 tricks, depend­ 


ing on whether E ast holds up 
on his ace of spades.” 
Jim : “ When I watched this 
hand played, North respond­ 
ed one spade. South could 
find no better rebid than two 
hearts and North passed. He 
w asn’t s t r o n g enough to 
raise to three.” 
Oswald: “ If North had just 
raised directly to two hearts, 
South would have been able 
to jum p right to gam e.” 
Jim : “ Some reader will 
wonder what would h a v e 
happened if South had bid 
on a four-card heart suit. 
The answer is that he would 
pass with a minimum and 
probably make his contract. 
With a big hand he probably 
would have found some bid 
other than four hearts and 
the partnership could have 
reached a better game con­ 
tract if there was one.”

Once upon a time the State of 
California passed an anti-secrecy 
bill called the Brown Act. It's 
objective was simple: the business 
of the public must be done before 
the eyes of the public. 
Since passage of 
the Brown Act. each 
and 
every 
legislative year has 
seen effort by some 
legislators to tear it 
down piece by piece 
and 
they 
are 
becoming 
suc­ 
cessful. The Brown 
Act 
has 
been 
modified 
now 
to 
allow 
government 
bodies 
to 
confer 
over salary negotiations in private. 
Real estate deals can be discussed 
in private although this is still in the 
courts to decide. 
Last 
week, 
the 
Assembly 
approved another erosion of the 
Brown Act to allow police chiefs to 
confer in private with City Councils 
over plans to quell disiurbances, 
etc. 
As every newspaperman with any 
responsibility 
whatsoever, 
we 
detest these actions to erode the 
anti-secrecv measure. We detest 
them on behalf of all citizens of the 
State. 
We 
wonder 
sometimes 
whether legislators are citizens 
when they decide such actions. 
What puzzles us greatly is the 
assumption on the part of the 
legislators that the fourth estate 
does not have responsibility not only 
to the citizens, but to lawmaking 
bodies. We would never, for one 
minute, print in advance the battle 
plan of a police department to quell 
a predicted disturbance or riot. 
Obviously, legislators believe that 
we would In our experience, we 
have judiciously withheld details on 
real estate purchases by local 
government entities, both school 


district and city, on the basis that 
printing of the details would only 
hike 
land 
values 
and 
thereby 
taxpayers, citizens, would suffer. 
On the other hand, when real estate 
deals are made that stink to high 
heaven, 
it 
becomes 
the 
responsibility of the press to let the 
citizens know. 
We 
are 
not 
sure 
what 
the 
legislators have in mind next to 
deflate the anti - secrecy measure. 
We do know that there are many 
efforts to allow certain committees 
of the State legislature to meet in 
secrecy but, fortunately, so far they 
have been defeated. 
Certain politicians do not like to 
do business in front of the public.

This is extremely unfortunate.

D EER FIELD , Mass. - The lot of 
the commencement speaker in these 
times is not a happy one. The 
walkout is a form of protest so mild 
as to make the speaker and the 
others on the platform positively 
grateful. Rising to utter a few 
carefully chosen words, you cannot 
but recall other horrendous forms 
protest has taken. 
In 
another 
day 
platitudes 
came 
trippingly off the 
tongue. The earnest 
young 
graduates 
were 
facing 
a 
challenge. 
Their 
elders had faltered, 
stopped short of the 
goal. 
Now 
youth 
must seize thè torch 
and carry 
on to 
shape 
the 
brave, 
new world shining 
on 
the 
distant 
horizon. That stuff 
today would be a 
sure invitation to 
something 
worse 
than a walkout. 
A great deal of nonsense has been 
written about the generation gap, 
and adding to that often-fatuous 
accumulation is a risk. Charles 
Reich’s 
“ The 
Greening 
of 
America,” which stayed at the top 
of the best-sellers list for so long, is 
a 
prim e 
exam ple. 
In 
conscientiousness 
III, 
the 
last 
section, Reich says that bell-bottom 
trousers, rock music and other 
attributes of the new life style will 
make over the country if only the 
oldsters 
can 
overcome 
their 
inhibitions. 
But, fatuous through much of the 
comment is, the division is real 
enough. 
The 
long 
hair, 
the 
deliberately disreputable dress, the 
resistance to all the status symbols 
of the old order — these are the 
surface irritants that set fathers to 
quarrelling 
with sons over the 
breakfast table. 
The deeper sources of alientation 
go down to the war; the immorality 
as 
many 
see 
it 
of 
bombing 
undefended villages and helpless 
peoples; 
the appalling total of 
civilian casualties - men, women, 
children. The older generation too 
often 
fails 
to 
appreciate 
the 
intensity of this conviction. It is 
dismissed 
as 
merely 
another 
aberration like long hair and dirty 
blue jeans. Fathers and sons clash 
with a bitterness that seems often to 
make reconciliation impossible 


The young who simply pull out, 
daughters as well as sons, are the 
cause of profound sorrow. Police 
headquarters in the favorite cop-out 
cities — San Francisco is high on the 
list — get hundreds of appeals from 
parents. The want-ad sections of the 
newspapers and the underground 
weeklies are filled with: “ Mary 
Jones: please call home collect to 
let us know where you are. 
What, then, to say to a doubting 
generation seeming to reject all the 
values of the past? Has protest 
become 
merely 
a 
conditioned 
reflex? Are these mass rallies as 
mindless as the movements of the 
lemmings, those mouselike creatues 
that end by pushing themselves into 
the sea off Norway and Sweden? 
One may ask the degree to which 
though, 
the painful 
process of 
thought, enters into the individual s 
position. 
So 
much 
unreason, 
irrationality, 
goes 
into 
the 
vilification or the position. A four- 
letter word shouted over a bull horn 
is a confession of impoverishment of 
mind and spirit. The often-quoted 
words of justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes have a special force today: 
“ If there is any principle of the 
constitution that more imperatively 


calls for attachment than any other 
it is the principle of free thought— 
not tree tnought for those who agree 
with us, but freedom for the thought 
that we hate.” 
The free trade in ideas, the test of 
truth in the market place, was a 
fundamental in Holmes’s philosophy 
as in the New England from which 
he 
came. 
The 
New 
England 
preparatory 
schools 
with 
their 
ancient lineage and religious and 
idealistic backgrounds have not 
been immune from the troubles 
growing out of the generation gap. 
Since 
the 
enrollment 
in 
these 
schools is mostly from middle-and 
upper-middle-income families, they 


have had more than their share of 
the revolt of the young in all its 
manifestations. 


Someone suggested recently that 
if 
the 
young 
from 
privileged 
backgrounds want to cop out and 
reject 
the 
perquisites 
and 
advantages to which they were born, 
let them go and their places can be 
filled from lower down in the scale. 
That is the kind of easy answer 
which is really no answer at all.
